Mr. Snow Says Private Trucks Need 1.C.C. Regulation 
Because a Truck is a Truck No Matter Who Owns It 


M.. R. W. SNOW, examiner 


for the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, has made his report and has 
found that a need exists to bring 
private carriers under the safety pro- 
visions of the Federal Motor Carrier 
Act. Mr. Snow’s report is studded 
with personal observations, based, of 
course, upon his interpretation of the 
testimony submitted at many hear- 
ings. But for some reason—we 
imagine it was out of deference to 
the tender feelings of the Commis- 
sion—he omitted one personal ob- 
servation. He failed openly to chas- 
tise the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for putting him to the 
trouble of holding hearings all over 
the United States and examining 
scores of witnesses when he could 
have reached identically the same 
conclusions by calling in a few high- 
way officials and not moving an inch 
outside the air-conditioned atmos- 
phere of his Washington office. 
Throughout his report Mr. Snow 
ignores completely, and we mean 
completely, the vital testimony of 


hundreds of private truck owners and 
their representatives. He ignores also 
the expert testimony of the National 
Bureau of Casualty & Surety Under- 
writers which showed that in the 
automobile liability experience of 50 
stock insurance member companies, 
representing 70 per cent of the total 
insurance volume, private carriers 
had a better safety record than local 
or long-haul for-hire carriers. 

Instead, Mr. Snow shows a pref- 
erence for the personal opinions of 
a few highway officials whose testi- 
mony, absolutely unsupported by 
facts, he takes the trouble of quoting 
in his report. 

Here are some typical quotations: 


1. Questions by Examiner: “Is there any 
indication that private carriers have 
a safer or less safe operation than for- 
hire carriers?” 

Answer by representative of Kansas 
State Corporation Commission: “I 
would say it is more dangerous.” 


2. Question by Examiner: “In your opin- 
ion, from a safety standpoint, is there 
any difference between a truck oper- 
ated by a private carrier and a truck 


-rier. Therefore,

Answer by an official of the Montana 


Highway Patrol: “No, sir.” 

» “You think that all trucks are 
equal?”

Mr. Snow’s preference for this 
sort of testimony can be explained 
only on the ground that it supports 
a personal conviction which he made 
apparent in his examinations at the 
very first hearing in Washington. Re- 
duced to words, that conviction is: 
A truck is a truck whether operated 
by a private owner or a for-hire car- 
if for-hire carrier 
trucks are regulated as to safety of

In one respect this logic is incon- 
trovertible. It is difficult to dispute 
the argument that, as Mr. Snow says 
in his repori, “under the same traffic 
and road conditions trucks of the 
same size present the same hazard 
to safety irrespective of ownership.” 
But certainly if this is logical now it 
was logical when Congress passed the 
Motor Carrier Act. But Congress, 
apparently, did not consider it suf- 
ficient because it stipulated that the 
private trucks should be subjected to 
1.C.C. safety regulations only if 
“need” therefore was found. The 
question now is: Is Mr. Snow’s logic, 
bolstered by opinionated testimony, 
sufficient proof that the “need” 
exists ? 

Private carrier groups certainly 
will not think so and will certainly 
make an effort to convince the Com- 
mission. 

Mr. Snow is, of course, too shrewd 
to rest his case entirely upon that 
slender reed of logic. He does at- 
tempt, but the effort is weak and un- 
professional, to support the presump- 
tion that private trucks are more 
poorly equipped than for-hire trucks 
for accident prevention, and that 
private trucks are more accident- 
prone. As pointed out before, he 
completely disregards facts submitted 
by insurance companies who, cer- 
tainly, cannot be accused of doctoring 
their statistics. Mr. Snow also makes 
much of his pet argument that “ex- 
cessive hours (of driving) are dan- 
gerous per se.” It does not seem to 
bother him that he cannot muster 
the statistics to prove his per se. It 
may be suspected that the per se is 


all the proof he feels he needs. It was 
all he had when he recommended 
hours of service for for-hire carriers. 

Mr. Snow’s dependence on logic 
has the inevitable effect of emphasiz- 
ing his lack of facts. But he deserts 
even logic when it suits his purpose 
to do so. Such is the case when he 
disposes of the political problem pre- 
sented by the farm trucks. 

Even here Mr. Snow does not un- 
dermine his thesis that a truck is a 
truck no matter who owns it. But 
he does make a lot of excuses to be 
lenient with farm trucks. 

So, a truck is still a truck even if 
a farmer owns it, but seemingly, a 
truck driver is no longer a_ truck 
driver when he is a farmer boy. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Snow, he is a “strong, 
self-reliant boy, familiar with ma- 
chinery” and therefore the 21-year 
age limit and need for medical ex- 
amination should not apply to him. 
Mr. Snow thus reasons that a farmer 
boy of 18 is the equivalent of any 
other 21-year-old boy. He believes 
it on the word of farmer witnesses. 
But he does not suggest that those 
same 18-year-old farmer boys be per- 
mitted to drive for-hire and private 
trucks. Apparently an 18-year farm- 
er boy is a 2l-year equivalent only 
at the wheel of a farm truck. 

All in all, Mr. Snow’s report is 
not the professional, workman-like, 
scrupulously fair sort of report one 
expects from an examiner for a 
quasi-judicial body such as the I.C.C. 
It will, therefore, be interesting to 
see whether the I.C.C. in deciding the 
private truck matter will take the ex- 
aminer’s opinions to its own bosom, 
or rely upon the record of the hear- 
ings for the facts.

This fact was revealed in the examin- 
er’s report on private carrier hearings 
held throughout the country at which 
both highway officials and private 
truck owners had a chance to testify. 

In the report Mr. Snow declared 
that a need had been found for Fed- 
eral regulation of private trucks and 
that, with exceptions, such regula- 
tions should follow the same rules 
already applicable to common and 
contract carriers.

farm element, and were incorporated 
in his report. Together with the ex- 
ception relating to driver’s log for 
work trucks, these may be noted in 
the recommendations highlighted at 
the bottom of these pages and are 
discussed further below.

ity was not disputed for these classes, 
the examiner holds that the precedent 
thus established signifies the intent of 
the act. But he goes still another step 
and quotes from the words of Senator 
Wheeler, Chairman of the Interstate 
Commerce Committee, when a discus- 
sion of the point was written into the 
Congressional Record. “On page 10, 
section 204,” said the Senator, “the 
commission is given the power to es-

Dismissing the second section of 
both petitions, regarding constitution- 
ality, Mr. Snow concluded: “This 
contention is not a proper one for a 
motion to dismiss as it is not the 
function of this Commission to pass 
upon the constitutionality of an Act 
of Congress. Its duty is to admin- 
ister the law as enacted and to leave 
to the courts all questions affecting 
its constitutionality.” 
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Having thus disposed of both peti- 
tions for discontinuing the proceed- 
ings, Examiner Snow then focused 
the largest part of his report on logic 
behind his reasoning that a need does 
exist for Federal Regulation of pri- 
vate trucks. In his reasoning, out- 
lined below, the examiner was guided 
largely by the testimony of state high- 
way officials. Predominant reasons 
why thees officials sought Federal en- 
forcement aid was (1) that private 
trucks were no different from the 
safety standpoint than common or 
contract carriers and therefore should 
meet the same requirements and (2) 
that Federal enforcement agencies 
were more effective than state agen- 
cies. Apparently the testimony of pri- 
vate carrier groups with regard to 
a need for regulation was ignored 
for not a single argument by this 
class against the need was recorded 
in the report. Some highway officials 
with state rights at heart stood out 
as opposing the Federal laws, but 
their ranks were in a marked mi- 
nority. 

Some of the testimony offered at 
the various hearings was considered 
by the examiner to be of sufficient 
importance as to warrant inclusion 
in his report to the Commission. The 
affiliations of certain of these wit- 
nesses together with a very brief 
résumé of their reasoning, follow: 

A representative of the Kansas 
State Corporation Committee cited the 
case of an itinerant truck merchant 
who buys fruit in the south, peddles 
his load in Kansas and picks up what 
he may for the return trip. At pres- 
ent he is exempt from both state and 
Federal regulation but with proposed 
ICC regulations he could be brought 
in line.

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1. Cylinder Head Repair 


By Harry Edge 
Philadelphia, Pa. 


When a crack appears in a cylin- 
der head a temporary repair which 
seems to last very well can be made 
by cleaning the crack out thoroughly 
and filling it with solder. Then a 
strip of sheet copper can be soldered 
over the top of the crack and it will 
be water tight. The point is that the 
sheet copper will stretch enough to 
allow for the head expansion and 
consequently will not pull lose. This 
repair is good for iron heads. 


2. Oil Pan Jack 
By Roy Bollinger 


Hanover, Pa. 


Holding up a heavy oil pan is 
quite a job when you have to line 
up the bolt holes and gasket. We 
found that the pan could be held in 
place very well by a good stiff seat 
spring so we made a suitable base 
for the spring from wood and at- 
tached the spring to it. This leaves 
both hands free to get pan in place. 














3. Water Pan 

When it is necessary to drain a 
cooling system or oil pan very far 
from the drain or oil barrel we found 
that it was quite a job to carry the 
liquid in a pan shallow enough to get 
under modern cars without slopping 
up ourselves and the floor. Conse- 
quently we put a set of baffles in each 
pan which are just like the cube di- 
visions in an electrical refrigerator 
cube tray except that there is a small 
opening of each compartment so that 
the liquid immediately levels off. 


4. Pump for Checking 
Rod Bearings and Piston Pins

Worn con rod bearings and piston 
pins may be detected easily through 
the use of the simple pump illus- 
trated. The first step is to remove the 
spark plugs and turn motor over to 
the compression stroke on No. 1 cyl- 
inder. At this time both valves will 
be closed and piston resting on top 
dead center. The pump is_ then 


screwed into the spark p!ug hole. The

reducers are made from old spark 
plugs by taking top of plug apart and 
taping to fit nipple on pump. 

We are now ready to test the rod 
and piston pin. Place a finger over 
the vent hole and work the handle 
up and down. This action will give 
22 in. vacuum and 50 lb. compres- 
sion alternately. If there is excess 
play in either part, the piston and rod 
will go up and down. 

This test should be made when 
the motor is hot, as the oil is much 
thinner and will leave the bearings. 
Any knocking will be much louder.

G LAMOUR!—that’s what it is, 


sheer glamour, this moving the movie 
stars of Hollywood. Walter Winchell 
could thank his lucky planets if the 
truck drivers at Bekins Van & Stor- 
age Co. in the world’s greatest cinema 
center would cooperate with him— 
but they won’t. Marriages, elope- 
ments, quarrels, divorces—things the 
whole country is all agog to hear 
about its screen idols reach their ears 
every day. They know the circum- 
stances behind moving Marlene 
Dietrich’s radio or Constance Ben- 
nett’s kitchen stove.

In short, the boys who drive Bekins

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VOCATIONAL USES 

A specialized design for one spe- 
cific vocation is this month’s Body 
of the Month for bottlers. All the 
problems of bottled goods delivery 
have been carefully considered in 
creating this design and it was the 
designers’ intentions that all of the 
problems be satisfactorily provided 
for. 


DESIGN FEATURES 

Outstanding features are found in 
its Hy-Tensil steel construction using 
flat and corrugated sheets and a 
minimum number of simple formed 
sections welded together and trimmed 
with stainless steel. 

A modernistic design was affected 
by the use of a tapered rear narrower 
than the sides of the body flanked by 
two thin sections on each side into 
which is blended a continuation of 
the three loading tiers side trim. This 
is illustrated in the three-quarter iso- 
metric rear view. 


DETAIL FEATURES 


The outer edges of the tiers are 
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eflectively trimmed with — stainless 
steel which not only enhances the 
beauty of the body but eliminates 
rust at the point of greatest wear. 
This trim is depressed in the center 
to take a thin strip of color. 

At the floor line a substantially 
wide running board is provided for 
ease in loading and unloading the 
upper tiers and roof. The outer edge 
of this is also trimmed in polished 
stainless steel. 

In the lower skirts in the forward 
end of the body compartments are 
provided with doors for protected de- 
liveries. 

The rear center portion of the body 
has a door opening into a compart- 
ment for carrying advertising matter, 
etc. 

The only name panels provided for 
as shown are on the rear of the body 
and cab door of the chassis. It is 
suggested that the name in some 
small distinctive type of lettering be 
placed on these panels. 


DIMENSIONS 
This body was designed for an 


average load of 152 cases in the body 
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and approximately 52 on the roof. 
It is about 160 in. long by 70 in. 
wide and approximately 60 in. high. 
However. the design can be made to 
suit any capacity and variance in case 
size. 


BODY MATERIALS 

The principle material as_previ- 
ously stated is Hy-Tensil steel welded 
fabrication. The trim is_ polished 
stainless steel. It is suggested the 
tread of the running board be dia- 
mond plate either in steel or alu- 
minum. 


COLOR SCHEMES 


A solid color scheme is best suited 
to this type of body with a matching 
color for trim. The body and fenders 
could be green with chrome wheels 
and green chassis cab stripped in 
yellow. The stainless steel tier trim 
would also take a thin strip of vel- 
low. The lettering would also be yel- 
low outlined in black and shaded 
white. Whatever colors are selected 
they should be refreshing and lend 
an air of coolness to the body.

‘in Cummins injector is one of 


the easiest of all diesel injectors to 
service. This is due to the fact that 
there is no metering device in the in- 
jector. The injector is merely a 
mechanism to inject fuel into the 
combustion chamber. There are two 
types of injectors in service, a new 
type and an old type. 

The old type has a ball check 
valve and it carries in its two-piece 
tip a charge of fuel which is to be 
injected on the next stroke of the 
plunger. The new type has a poppet 
valve and spring check with a valve 
stop and does not carry an advance 
charge in the tip. The new type is 
preferable from a power standpoint 
and also because its adoption has 
made possible the elimination of ex- 
haust smoke. The two types are in- 
terchangeable. 

However, both types have to be 
maintained and there is no great dif- 
ference in them so far as the service 
man is concerned, so_ instructions 
given here apply to both. A pan of 
clean fuel oil is necessary because all 
parts must be carefully washed be- 
fore re-assembly. If the shop has 
enough engine work to make pos- 
sible equipment consisting of a small 
pump, a pressure gage and a fuel 
supply, so much the better since this 
will permit a positive check on the 
work when it is completed.

threaded on the upper end. The old 
style is slotted for a screw driver.

8. On the old style. turn the injec- 
tor upside down and jar the ball and 
spring out. If spring will not fall 
out it may be withdrawn with a 1] /32 
in. wire hook. The ball and spring 
must be replaced. If the new ball fits 
deeply into the seat the seat also must 
be replaced. 

9. Wash all parts with kerosene or 
fuel oil and blow off with air. 

10. Place small check valve spring, 
small end up on a wire having a 
finger loop on one end. Hold spring 
on upper end of wire near loop. 
Small end of spring must be up. 

11. Insert the other end in the 
valve opening and move it downward 
until wire extends into fuel hole and 
let spring slide down wire. 

12. Shake wire gently a few times 
to make sure that spring has settled 
in position, small end up. This is a 
somewhat tricky operation and doing 
it a few times will help. Some me- 
chanics prefer to use a second piece 
of wire to hold spring in position 
while withdrawing first wire. 

13. Remove the wire and drop the 
ball into the hole.

The new trucks are especially well 
suited for use by nearly all businesses 
in which deliveries or service calls 
are of a multi-stop nature. They also 
lend themselves readily to mobile 
merchandise display and demonstra- 
tion purposes. 

Chassis features include wide tread 
and forward steering control for easy 
handling; sturdy front axle, long. 
easy-riding springs: gearshift control 
on steering column; hand-brake lever 
at driver’s left; deep, well-reinforced 
frame with special brackets for body 
mounting; underslung tire carrier, 
and 18%4-gal. fuel tank.

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Prompt investigation may 
help to prove vehicle is not 
at fault as is often alleged 


l N the promotion of fleet safety it 
is the responsibility of the fleet man- 
ager to see that the vehicles which 
are placed in the hands of drivers 
are as safe mechanically as it is pos- 
sible for the maintenance department 
to make them. 

This responsibility is generally 
recognized and generally fulfilled. 
But where is the fleet manager who, 
despite a thorough and efficient main- 
tenance program, has not been con- 
fronted with accident reports in 
which the drivers claimed that the 
equipment had gone haywire in some 
particular and had been responsible 
for the accident? Equipment, of 
course, does not have a perfect acci- 
dent record but the only way the 
fleet manager can determine if the 
vehicle was at fault is to make an 
investigation immediately following 
the accident. 

At the right is the evidence that 
one fleet manager collected over a 
two-year period. The fleet involved 
is a large one and its identity is not 
revealed simply because it would be 
contrary to company policy. But the 
figures are interesting in themselves. 
They show that according to driver 
allegations 3.16 per cent of the acci- 
dents were due to failure of the 
equipment. They also show that, be- 
cause it was routine for this fleet to 
check immediately each vehicle in- 
volved in an accident in which a 
vehicle fault was alleged, the percen- 
tage was found to be only 1.1.

Widely spaced wheels on indepen- 
dent axles offer many advantages 


HE Kingham Trailer Co., Inc., 
Louisville, Ky., has announced a 
new improvement in trailer con- 
struction which incorporates inde- 
pendent axle and wheel construction.

Increased light and longer life without cleaning are 
claims of sealed beam unit on ‘40 cars and some trucks 


| ee operators who have been 


patiently waiting for an improvement 
in vehicle lighting, and what fleet 
operator hasn’t, will be encouraged to 
learn that a radically new headlight 
will be used on most of the 1940 pas- 
senger cars and some of the trucks. 
according to an announcement by the 
Automotive Safety Foundation. The 
new light, which is the result of three 
years of cooperative research and 
testing by the entire automotive and 
headlighting industries, is a sealed 
unit which incorporates lens, reflector 
and light source. There is an upper 
and lower beam but no provision for 
a dimmer or parking light. 

Headlights will be available with 
either glass or metal reflectors. In 
the glass reflector type there will be 
no bulb as we know it in present 
lights. The filament will be enclosed 
by the lens and reflector. In the 
metal reflector type there will be a 
bulb but it will be soldered to the 
reflector and hence in a permanently 
fixed position with reference to the 
lens. The entire unit will be sealed. 

It will be perfectly satisfactory to 
use one light with a glass reflector 
and one with a metal reflector in the 
same vehicle since they are equally 
efficient and give the same amount of 
light to the same optical specifica- 
tion. All sealed beam headlights, 
regardless of manufacture, will be in- 
terchangeable throughout the differ- 
ent makes vehicles using them. 

With the improved reflectors and 
with the new lights consuming 40 
watts as compared to the 27 or 28 
watts consumed by present lights, the 
light on the road will be increased. 


In addition, with the fixed relation 
between light source, reflector and 
lens the light will be better distrib- 
uted, giving better vision at the side 
of the road as well as greater seeing 
power in the straight ahead position 
for the driver. 

Replacement of the light in the 
event of failure should be easier than 
for most bulbs in present lights. A 
decorative ring is removed by loosen- 
ing one screw. Three screws hold the 


light in place and when they have | 


been removed a slight twist brings 
the light into the clear, when the con- 
necting plug can be detached. 

While no prices have been quoted 
by the various manufacturers, it is 
reported that replacements will cost 
in the neighborhood of $1.50. 

Balancing the higher replacement 
cost is the increased life made _ pos- 
sible by the permanent seal and the 
elimination of headlamp maintenance 
other than aiming and replacement 
since the seal is moisture proof and 
dust proof. There is no corrosion of 
the reflector and hence no lessening 
of efficiency throughout the head- 
lamp’s life. The per mile cost should 
not be any higher and it may be 
lower than for present lights proper- 
ly maintained. 

Since a more precise wiring for 
headlights with greater capacity will 
be required as a result of the in- 
creased wattage, it is unlikely that the 
sealed lights will find their way to 
present vehicles as _ replacements. 
Larger capacity generators will be re- 
quired in some cases as a result of 
the increased amperage requirements 
and some type of regulation will be

Replacement is simple. One screw 
holds a decorative ring; three screws 
hold the light; a simple plug makes 
the contact for the two-beam circuit 


desirable to prevent voltage varia- 
tions from causing premature failure 
of the more expensive but more efli- 
cient replacements. 

With more light projected, it will 
be necessary to have accurate aiming 
to take advantage of it and to prevent 
glare from bothering the drivers of 
approaching vehicles. To this end 
aiming of all sealed lights has been 
confined to one simple procedure. 
The vehicle must be placed at right 
angles to the screen. This is impor- 
tant because a variation of one de- 
gree means a difference of 5 feet at 
300 ft. distance. Then the lights are 
aimed straight ahead with the center 
of the hotspot, which is located in 
the upper center portion of the beam, 
aimed at a point 3 in. below lamp 
centers at 25 ft. Two adjusting 
screws located under the headlamp 
rim control the vertical and horizon- 
tal direction of the beam.

Road Use Survey 


Doubtless your trucks have been stopped 
by those impersonal fellows who perch at 
some important intersection and ask where 
the truck came from and where it is going 
and a lot of other details. Well it seems 
that sponsored by the U. S. Buzeau of 
Public Roads they have completed some 
pretty comprehensive highway studies in 11 
states and emerge with these rather inter- 
esting figures on truck whereabouts. 

Eighty per cent of all one-way truck trips 
extended less than 20 miles and they ac- 
counted for only 34 per cent of the total 
truck mileage. By contrast only 6.4 per 
cent of all trips recorded were from 50 to 
500 miles in length yet this minority ac- 
counted for 41.2 per cent of the total truck 
mileage. 

And if you’re inclined to pity the farmer 
his long treks into town, consider this one 
for a moment. The average one-way trip 
originating on the farm, was just under 
13 miles, the study showed, but the average 
one-way trip originating in uzban_ places 
was double that or 26 miles. 

A little involved but indicating the gen- 
eral trend nevertheless are the figures re- 
ported on interstate travel. Here’s the way 
it reads: “Road use investigations in seven 
of the 11 states showed more than 60 per 
cent of the trips to be intrastate. In eight

Moreover, John K. Davis, Ameri- 
can Consul General, was moved from 
Vancouver, B. C., to Warsaw, Po- 
land . . . seven airplanes built by 
Ryan were crated and hauled to San 
Pedro and shipped to Guatamala .. .

A member of the Minnesota Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commission 
asked Federal regulation to supplant 
state enforcement because “‘it is difh- 
cult for the enforcement officers in 
the state to follow up each and every 
individual trucker—I rather think 
that the hesitancy that any respon- 
sible party would have toward being 
a known violator of the Federal rules 


. would be a deterrent to that 
kind of operation.” 

An official of the Montana High- 
way Patrol said that private carriers 
need the same regulations as common 
and contract carriers, and that as a 
whole they are less well qualified 
than the latter group. 

A representative from the Depart- 
ment of Public Service of the State 
of Washington asserted that he 
thought there is equal need for regu- 
lation in all types of service.

Service Commission testified that pri- 
vate trucks were noticeably less well 
equipped than common and contract 
carriers, and that while he believed 
in state rights and non-interference 
from the Federal government, he was 
thankful for the cooperation extended 
by Federal authorities in the en- 
forcement of the Motor Carrier Act. 

A captain of the Alabama High- 
way Patrol based his argument for 
Federal regulation on the fact that 
his own state had a minimum age 
limit of 16 which he personally felt 
was too low and that private trucks 
in his state “run without tail-lights 
and they run without headlights.” 

On the other side of the fence were 
recorded the opinions of the Chair- 
man of the Georgia Public Service 
Commission (his colleague quoted 
above, notwithstanding), a _repre- 
sentative of the Motor Vehicle Com- 
missioner of the State of New York 
and the manager of the Texas Motor 
Transport Association (whose ap- 
pearance was authorized by the 
Texas Railroad Commission). All of 
these men stated their belief in the 
ability of state government to pro- 
vide and enforce necessary laws for 
the operation of vehicles on their 
highways. 

Also present in this quarter were 
the private carriers themselves. But 
the examiner dismissed their remarks 
with two sentences as he summed up 
the opinions of highway and state 
officials who favored Federal regula- 
tion. Said Mr. Snow: “while this 
was the testimony of those best quali- 
fied to speak, the contrary view was 
expressed by the majority of the wit- 
nesses who represented private car- 
riers. They generally expressed the 
view that such matters as safety could 
well be left to the several states.” 

The actual steps in the examiner’s 
line of reasoning as to why the need 
exists for Federal regulation may be 
outlined as follows: 

1. That there are approximately 
3,000,000 privately operated vehicles. 

2. That approximately 20 per cent 
of these vehicles operate in interstate 
commerce and thus far exceed the 
number of common and contract car- 
riers thus engaged. 

3. That under the same conditions 
a motor vehicle operated by a private 
carrier of property is as great a po- 
tential hazard to safety as a vehicle 
operated by a common and contract

carrier and should be subjected to 
the same regulations. 

4. That several states do not im- 
pose the same regulations upon the 
operation of private trucks as they 
do upon the common and contract 
carriers. 

5. That 28 states do not in any 
way regulate or limit the hours of 
service of drivers of private trucks, 
although most of the carriers present 
at the hearings testified that they did 
not permit long hours, testimony ex- 


hibited by the Bureau of Public 
Roads indicated that 16.3 per cent of 
private truck drivers were on duty 
for 16 hours or more without ade- 
quate rest. 

6. That it is unsafe and in fact 
extremely hazardous to permit a fa- 
tigued driver to operate a truck upon 
the highways and that the long hours 
are dangerous per se. The examiner 
emphasized his point by quoting 
from a previous Commission decision 
and also cited the fact that 43 states 
and the District of Columbia had 
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‘RE proud of the

7. That a number of states permit 
boys under 16 years of age to drive 
trucks, and many permit boys under 
21 to do so. 

8. That it is dangerous to permit 
an individual under 18 years of age 
to drive trucks on the highways and 
that many operators of private ve- 
hicles are under 18. 

9. That it is dangerous to permit 
an individual under 21] years of age 
to operate a heavy truck on many 
highways or in heavily congested 
areas, and that many private carriers 
permitted such operations. 

10. That many states do not re- 
quire private trucks to be equipped 
“in a manner deemed necessary for 
the safe operation of such vehicles 
and for the protection of the public 
and that many private trucks are not 
so equipped.” 

11. That it is dangerous to permit 
individuals who are not in good 
physical condition to drive trucks on 
the highways where traffic is heavy. 

12. That based upon the specific 
findings hereinabove recommended 
there is a need for Federal regulation 
of private trucks to promote safety of 
operation. To that end the examiner 
then specifically recommended the 
adoption by the I.C.C., with excep- 
tions, of the hours of service and 
safety rules now in effect for common 
and contract carriers. 

Having thus established his con- 
tention that Federal regulation was 
needed the examiner directed his at- 
tention to the matter of exceptions.

Noteworthy, how- 
ever, is his comment just three lines 
further on: “Certain private carriers 
did, however, submit testimony as to 
changes which should be made. . . 
Such evidence will not be discussed.”

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aminer remarked only that such an 
examination would place an undue 
hardship upon the farmers. 

The exception which provides for 
the transportation of passengers is 
both obvious and logical. Originally 
intended as a bill to prohibit the 
hitch-hiker and other unauthorized 
persons from riding on highway ve- 
hicles, the examiner contended the 
law was not intended for farm ve- 
hicles which are often the sole means 
of transportation for the farmer and 
his family. 

Likewise, the exception from the 
maximum hours on duty provision 
takes into consideration the irregu- 
larities of the farmer’s life. During 
certain seasons long hours are re- 
quired in getting in his crops and at 
the same time only a small amount 
of driving may be necessary. To 
limit his total hours on duty might 
cripple the farm routine. But to make 
sure that the truck is not driven too 
far, the examiner recommended at 
the same time a lessening in the total 
driving hours per week to 50. 

Far less favorably fared the driver- 
salesmen, championed by members 
of the milk, ice cream, baking, bever- 
age and allied industries who con- 
tended that a driver-salesman spends 
a great deal of time not driving aind 
therefore should be permitted more 
than 60 hours of total time on duty. 

The plea for exception was denied 
in the examiner’s report on_ the 
grounds of two previous ICC deci- 
sions involving (1) the oil field 
workers and (2) department stores 
at the Christmas rush. In both cases, 
it was previously held that although 
driving time was relatively low, the 
vigorousness of the driver’s other 
duties was sufficient to warrant him 
unfit for highway duty after the pre- 
scribed number of hours. 

Testimony submitted by Armour 
& Co. asked that the 10-minute stop 
rule be modified so that all stops 
made in one town might be cumu- 
lated and thus deductible from the 
driving time. The company con- 
tended that practically none of their 
stops were as long as 10 minutes, yet 
the aggregate totaled many hours of 
non-deductible stops during the day. 
But again the examiner quoted from 
previous decisions of the Commission 
and held that no justification existed 
for an exception to Rule 1 (d).

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(CONTINUED FROM Pace 70) 
mended was the matter of keeping a 
log (Rule 5) in the case of “work 
trucks.” Testimony offered by the 
American Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
showed that many of their trucks car- 
ried material from warehouses or 
other supply points to scenes of op- 
eration where they would then move 
from pole to pole aiding linemen and 
often move only a few hundred feet 
between stops. The exception was 
recommended in such cases on the 
grounds of similar exceptions made

18. Test check valve by drying tip 
thoroughly and fill inlet with pene- 
trating fluid. If check valve leaks 
there will be a bubble sooner or later 
and the tip will become wet. This 
must not be permitted as a leaky 
check valve will result in rich running 
and a smoking exhaust. If the injec- 
tor actually dribbles it is an indica- 
tion that the seat gasket is improper- 
ly installed, that the gasket is faulty 
or that two gaskets have been used. 

If the check valve is okay the tip 
should be tested: 

This can be done by filling the in- 
jector with fuel oil and operating the 
plunger by hand. The spray pattern 
should be closely observed. Injectors 
have six holes. Each spray must be 
equidistant from the one on either 
side. If the pattern is uneven, one 
hole in the spray tip is clogged. 

If the tip needs cleaning: 

19. Place injector upside down in 
vise.

cause the tip has three circumferential 
grooves around it and the old type 
has only two. The new type is re- 
moved with a spline wrench. 

21. Looking through a magnifying 
glass clean out the spray holes with 
a .006 in. wire. It is best to use wire 
furnished by the Cummins Engine 
Co. because the size and the condition 
of the entering end are important. 

22. If the tip on the old type (two 
piece) is blue from heat it is an in- 
dication that the outer cup and inner 


cup (adapter) are not seating as well 
as they should. Approximately one- 
third of the adapter should be seated 
on approximately one-half of the 
outer cup without scratches or dis- 
tortion. The adapter can be faced 
with a special cutter and lapped to 
the outer cup with fine valve-grind- 
ing compound, but this is probably 
a job for the factory and in the field 
it is better to exchange the ejector.

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Relegated by force of circumstance to the back of the book this 
month, the Newscast retaliates by expanding to deal with an un- 
usually heavy barrage of happenings of interest to fleetmen which 
took place during the otherwise dull month of August. 


No Subsidization 


The biggest news of the year is expected to be an official find- 
ing that “motor vehicles pay their way on the highways” coming 
from no less an organization than the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission itself. Initiated under Commissioner Eastman and com- 
pleted by the ICC economic research staff, the report will say that 
a formula for division of highway costs between pleasure and com- 
mercial vehicles is impossible, particularly since the most expensive 
highway projects are denied to the latter class, and also because an 
increasing part of highway costs are rural where trucks are seldom 
found. The report is expected to be released soon. 


S 2009 et al 


The ICC report of subsidization is expected to take on its most 
important significance when Congressional conferees meet next Dec. 
10 to take up the work of salvaging the disjointed remains of the 
Senate’s transportation bill (S. 2009) and the entirely different 
House compromised bill, passed during the final stages of the last 
Congress. Since the two bills conflict, there is as yet no law and 
it is expected that early action will be taken in 1940. Such a study 
as just completed was suggested in the Senate bill and it can be 
asserted with safety that the findings will do much to discredit the 
railroad claims of highway subsidization. 


Postal Trucks 


And while on the matter of House bills slipped through during 
the closing sessions, let us not overlook a bill which authorizes the 
Postmaster General to enter into contracts with motor carrier con- 
cerns or to use Government-owned trucks for transporting mail over 
routes no longer served by rail. The trucks would be specially 
equipped for the sorting of mail en route and would be manned 
by postal clerks. The bill was received too late for Senate action 
but is expected to be considered by that body early in 1940. 


ICC No Dog Days Laggard 


Far from inactive during the past month have been the various 
departments of the Interstate Commerce Commission whose more 
important decisions are outlined below. And perhaps even more 
can be expected of the Commission since announcement of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s nomination of William J. Patterson, director of the 
ICC Bureau of Safety, to fill the vacancy created by the resignation 
of Commissioner B. H. Meyer. Mr. Patterson, a former railroad 
brakeman, switchman and conductor, is the President’s substitute 
for Thomas R. Amlie, whose nomination was refused by the Senate 
Interstate Commerce Subcommittee.

Movers Must Weigh 


No longer can the old brass bedstead, 
the lawn mower, and the baby coach be 
strapped on the back of the family moving 
van without due consideration. For a new 
ICC order, effective Sept. 29, requires that 
all rates for the moving of household goods 
be based in terms of cents per hundred 
pounds. Provision is made that trucks 
must be weighed, both loaded and un- 
loaded, to determine net weight of ‘the load, 
and the only exception is that a fixed rela- 
tionship between average weight per cubic 
foot may be applied in the absence of 
proper weighing equipment. 


Classification Inquiry 


An ICC inquiry into all freight classifica- 
tions of common carriers with a view to 
determining their lawfulness has been in- 
stituted by the Commission on its own mo- 
tion. All motor carriers within its juris- 
diction are automatically made respondents 
to the proceedings. No dates have been 
set for the hearings. 


“Proportional Rates" Denied 


On the grounds that proposed “propor- 
tional rates” on shipments between Chicago 
and points in Wisconsin, Illinois, and In- 
diana unjustly discriminated against cer- 


tain shippers in favor of forwarding com- 
panies, the Commission has ordered can- 
celled the proposed rates. The decision 
affects all goods picked up in l.c.l. and 
l.t.l. lots and reforwarded in carload and 
truck load shipments to distant points. 
It is feared that the effect of the decision 
will throw more l.c.]. shipments back to the 
railroad which they do not want, and seri- 
ously handicap the off-the-line operations of 
motor carriers. 

Interesting is the dissenting opinion of 
Chairman Eastman who, admitting that the 
proposed forwarding rates are lower than 
local rates in most instances, asserts that 
the rates would be profitable to the operat- 
ing companies and fit the essentially dif- 
ferent conditions which are involved. In 
criticizing the majority opinion he openly 
asserts that “the record in no way supports 
a finding” that the proposed rates would 
violate the section prohibiting undue pref- 
erences.

That common carriers are entitled to 
“orandfather rights” even when their oper- 
ations have been carried out by leased 
equipment operated by owner-drivers is the 
effect of an ICC decision upholding the 
application of the Dixie-Ohio Express Co. 
of Akron, Ohio. 

“Vehicles operated under its direction 
and control,” said the report, “and under 
its responsibility to the general public as 
well as the shipper” entitle the carrier to 
all rights accruing under the Motor Carrier 
Act. The company is engaged in hauling 
operations between points in Ohio and the 
South. 

The decision nullified the claims of 
owner-drivers to “grandfather” rights on 
the strength of operations performed by 
them in behalf of others. 


Alabama Pushes 40,000 Lb. Bill 


Alabama truck interests are cheering 
Governor Dixon these days for his open 
stand in favor of a 40,000 lb. gross weight 
law. Progress to date, however, is limited 
to an amended Alabama Senate bill re- 
ported favorably by the Senate committee 
(but not yet passed) which limits single 
units to 24,000 lb. and tractor-semi-trailers 
to 32,000. It is understood that efforts will 
be made to restore the original 40,000 |b. 
provided in the bill.

$158,284,000 last year as a result of diver- 
sion raids made upon state highway funds, 
according to figures compiled by the U. S.

continued. 

Every year in the decade prior to 1936, 
records of the Roads.

Special permis- 
sions authorizing such substitutions will 
not be renewed when they expire on Dec. 6.
